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FAMILY PICTURES 

We're all just one big family. That seems 
to be the allegorical premise for this 
year’s installment of the Global Visions 
Festival, which runs at the Garneau 
Theatre and the U of A’s Tory Lecture 
Theatre March 7-13. Adopting the In- 
ternational Year of the Family idea to fit 
the festival’s own theme, Confessions 
of the Global Family, sounds like a sym- 
bolism too hard to resist. 

“It is looking at the idea of a global 
family and a relationship between a 
group of people who are tied togeth- 
er,” said festival publicist Stephen 
Humphrey. “It can be a warm, nur- 
turing attachment or it can be 
something that’s dysfunctional. | guess 
that’s the focus of the festival in terms 
of international relations in the age of 
communication. The welfare of one 
affects the other.” 

The vehicles carrying the aware- 
ness message will be courtesy of film, 
video, music and panel discussions. 
Political issues, like the economic 
exploitation of women and the injus- 
tices inflicted on disenfranchised 
aboriginals, go hand in hand with ar- 
tistic celebrations. Like most of the 
participants in the festival, Humphrey 
believes the two cannot be separated. 

“The films and panels are out there 
because theres information that needs 
to be conveyed to the people. These 
things are inextricable from culture. It’s 
hard to deal with South Africa in that 
way except on a very superficial level.” 

To that end, Archbishop Desmond 
Tutu will speak at the festival via tel- 
ephone upon conclusion of the 
controversial Soweto documentary 
Mapansula. The locally-produced film, 
No Borders Here, documents workers 
in Mexico and Canada dealing with 
NAFTA. 

In all, approximately 30 films and 
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nearly 20 speakers and panelists, deal- 
ing with such concerns as the Middle 
East, militarism, women’s issues, the 
plight of the First Nations and media 
will comprise the bulk of the itinerary. 
Throughout the course of the seven 
days, Humphrey believes that the 
plethora of perspectives will greatly out- 
number the attractions. 

“There are number of opinions. The 
festival isn’t there to tell you what to 
do; it’s to make you more aware.”

in the lobby), Two 
Brothers was taken to 
Toronto for a run at the 
Festival of Festivals 
where it got a cool recep- 
tion from the Hogtown 
press, but attracted some 





















favorable coverage in Variety. 

“Three of the five Toronto critics 
that saw the film panned it,” la- 
mented Hornecker. “ As far as they 
were concerned we were a bunch 
of hicks from the prairies.” 

After the Toronto film festival to 
end all film festivals, Two Brothers 
went on to run in the Palm Springs 
Film Festival, where it had a more 
favorable response from audiences 
and critics. “Palm Springs was 
incredibly supportive,” said co- 
producer Kate Holowach. 

“This is the city where Sonny 
Bono was mayor. Most of the peo- 
ple are over 60. Yet they seemed 
ready for a film that challenged a 
lot of the conventions of tradi- 
tional cinema. They 

seemed a lot

cerned with 

what was hip, un- 
like some cities.” 

Hornecker explains the film’s 
subtitle (A Modern Canadian West- 
ern) this way: 

“It’s alotlike Shane, in that there 
is a showdown with forces greater 
than the protagonist in order to 
save the land of people that he 
cares about. Ironicaliy, he can not 
live in an environment that he has 
saved. Wes (the film’s protagonist) 
is a character that is flawed by both 
circumstances and his past.” 

What makes this a modern west- 
ern is that the characters ride 
motorcycles, not horses. The story 
revolves around Wes and his long- 
lost brother, Cliff, reunited by the 
death of their mother. They share 
the inheritance of her farm, butit is 
coveted by a greedy, slimy lawyer 
(played by Raul Tomé). 

The production history of Two 
Brothers is as complex as its char- 
acters. “It was basically an old idea 
of mine that I had in 1985,” ex- 
plained co-writer Grant Dryden. “I 
had just written a short screenplay 
and was trying to learn to write for 
the stage. I later met Bill (Horneck- 
er) and invited him to a reading.” 
Hornecker suggested changes 


_ and later agreed to direct the film. 




























wasn’t too successful. I can’t blame 
him. Bells and whistles would have 
gone off in my head if I had the 
same history.” 

Exit Boyko enter Kate Holow- 
ach. In 1992 she agreed to act as 
production manager, but four 
months into the shoot became co- 
producer. “It was evident that Bill 
couldn't fulfil the producer's du- 
ties. He had way too much to worry 
about to concentrate on directing. 
It was a very organic process. I just 
fell into it. I love the challenge. 
Either that, or I’m just a big maso- 
chist.” Holowach also found time 
to assist with editing the film 
and played a tiny, non- 
speaking part. 

The characters in 

Two Brothers are in- 

tense, pensive and 
have a propensity to 
hang their damaged 
psyches to twist in 
the breeze. The 
good news is that 
they are pro- 
foundly 
screwed up; 
the bad news 
is that 


are all too 
real. The editor of Two Brothers, 
Ken Berry, attended a screening 
in Fort McLeod. “People came up 
to me after the screening and said, 
‘Oh, yeah. I know these people."” 
Berry’s work on the film is so 
seamless that one is rarely con- 
scious of it. 

Another astounding quality of 
Two Brothers is the series of long 
takes. With the movie’s budget 
being so minuscule, you might 
expect that more “coverage” 
would be essential. Hornecker’s 
mise-en-scene approach was in- 
tentional and he acknowledges 
the work of Randy Swanson (dol- 
ly and key grip) and Dale Jahraus

the camera so I could

of them do, we’ll be able to write 
cheques to pay our people,” said 
Holowach. 

Hornecker agreed. “It’s nice to 
have a film as good as this as your 
calling card to get more work, but 
nothing validates the creative proc- 
ess like getting paid for it.” 

One part of the creative team 
that was paid for its part in Two 
Brotbers was the musical group the 
Imagineers. In payment for the 
brooding score — which sometimes 
suggests coyotes forlornly howling 

remembrances of things lost — 
Hornecker directed the Imagineers’ 
video This is Nevada Calling. 

Two Brothers gives Hornecker 
the distinction of being the first 
graduate of Vancouver's Emily Carr 
College of Art and Design to direct 
a full-length feature. When he was 
a student there a lot of American 
productions — at- 
tracted by 
our 





less expensive 
crews — came to shoot in 
Vancouver. “I saw too many tal- 
ented graduates taking money 
jobs in Vancouver. Directors and 
writers were becoming produc- 
tion assistants and wardrobe 
mistresses. I was worried that I'd 
end up in the same boat.” 

While attending Emily Carr, bur- 
ly, bearded Hornecker made 
Valley of the Moon, which copped 
the 1988 AMPIA award for best 
student film. He later produced 
With Frogs and Fishes, which won 
him yet another AMPIA award for 
his cinematography. He followed 
this with Senescence (AMPIAaward — 


for best actress) during his stint — 


at FAVA. 

Ken B 
priedieestiese j 











Squeeze on subs ;

magine your phone ringing at 

six a.m, Barely awake, you are 
told to report to an unfamiliar school. 
Upon arrival, your taskis to engage a 
group of feisty junior high students 
in meaningful activity. Never mind 
the lack of a proper lesson plan from 
the absent teacher and the lack of 
respect from colleagues, not to 
mention benefits or adequate pay, 
despite the fact that you hold a 
valid teaching certificate. 

For substitute teachers (or “sup- 
ply” teachers, as they're called in 
the business), that’s life (or in the 
words of former substitute Bill 
,Damur, “What life?”). Damur, a lo- 
cal musician and a flute instructor 
at Alberta College, was not activat- 
ed by the supply office atEdmonton 
Public Schools (EPS) for the 1993- 
94 school year. 

Although he’s not sure why he 
was not activated, he leaves behind 
an occupation that at best gener- 
ates an annual salary of about 
$10,000 — well below the poverty 
line. But money is not the sole 
concern. Dean McMullen, staff of- 
ficer in member services for the 
Alberta Teachers’ Association 
(ATA), lists four main grievances 
raised by substitutes: 

° Not enough days of work to

make ends meet financially. “Often 
these people are the sole or major 
wage earner in the household and 
they are finding it just isn’t eriough.” 

* Their professional status and 
image. “Often when a substitute 
comes into a classroom, the reac- 
tion of the student is ‘What 
happened to the real teacher?’ They 
Gre real teachers. Sometimes even 
their colleagues don’t consider 
them to be equal partners.” 

* No benefits package. “If a sub- 
stitute gets hurt or becomes ill, 
they have no opportunity to earn 
any money during that time.” 

* Feeling left out orisolated from 
the rest of the field of education. 
“There is a lack of an effective com- 
munication network within the 
education system.” 

Says Jim McLaren, the assistant 
executive-secretary of Edmonton 
Public Teachers Local of the ATA, 
“Their concerns are legitimate; they 
face a hell ofa challenge and I have 
a lot of respect for them. They 
arrive as strangers and are re- 
ceived as strangers in an unknown 
school where the youngsters don’t 
know them.” 

Butthe fundamental concern for 
subs is, according to McLaren, the 
low pay and lack of security. “These 
are people who have professional 
degrees, but are treated like day 
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laborers. They are expected to act 
like professionals, but are paid 
like clerks.” 

Although there are between 700 
and 800 supply teachers in the gen- 
eral pool, there are only about 250 
calls per day. Pay is $123 for full 
days and $65 for half days. Because 
substitutes are classified as casual 
laborers, they have no protection 
or benefits package, and therefore 
have no paid sick leave when ill- 
ness prevents them from taking 
assignments. 

Last school year, substitutes 
worked an average of 2.2 days per 
week and had an average monthly 
income of $1,100. The average age 
of a substitute is 40, which often 
means that experienced teachers 
cannot find contract jobs and must 
rely upon subbing as a means of 
generating revenue. As well, a sub- 
stitute must be available over the 
phone 65 hours per week. They are 
not paid while on call. 

“Subs are often held as hostage 
to the phone. They never dare leave 
the house, because if the phone 
suddenly rings (in their absence), 
then they will miss a chance to 
work. Even things we take for grant- 
ed, like going out for dinner with 
the family, even on weekends, be- 
cause they can miss out on work,” 
McMullen says. 

However, not all employees of 
EPS share the same sentiments. Rick 
Preston, director of communica- 
tions for EPS, says that various 
elements of substitute teaching are 
simply part of the job. “Flexibility 
is the name of the game in the 
ous 

Jim Lawson is the chairperson of 
the Edmonton Public Teachers’ lo- 
cal chapter of the substitute 
advisory committee, and the new- 
ly-formed Edmonton regional 
substitute council. As a substitute 
teacher, he corroborates many of 
the substitutes’ complaints. “I esti- 
mate the working life span of a sub 
to be about four or five years dueto 
its unpredictability and lack of se- 
curity,” he says. 

“Based on information thatI have 
available, morale appears to be very 
low. These are people who don’t 
know what their status is in any 
particular place. It’s hard for the 
people in a school to get attached 
to someone who is only there peri- 
odically.” Getting known in the 
schools appears to be the key to 
getting assignments. Statistics 
from October state that 43 per- 
cent of calls to the supply office 
involved teachers naming a par- 
ticular substitute. 

“What there appears to be is a 
lack of awareness on the part of 
people who could do something,” 
he says. “When I explain to people 
what our situation is, I'm faced 
with disbelief. Right now, we the 








subs are attempting to gather infor- 
mation to support our claims. No 
one is opposing us; they’re just 
unaware.” 

The hope of landing a contract 
position helps substitutes contin- 
ue. However, McMullen is quick to 
Say, subs searching for continuing 
teaching jobs should not get their 
hopes up. “When a contract 
teaching position comes open, 
subs are often not given the 
Position. Someone else is 
brought in from outside. 


Sometimes a rookie with little 
practical experience is taken 
right out of university. 

“This forms a contradic- 
tion. Here are people who 
work ona day-to-day basis and 
have valuable teaching expe- 
rience within a district, but 
are looked over for a con- 
tract. Employers will say that 
they want the best possible 
person forthe job, which I don’t 
doubt, but there has been no 
study to show that subs have 
not given good service.” 

Lawson says that in his ex- 
Perience in talking to 
principals, “substitutes 
are perfectly qualified 
to take over the class- 
room. A lot of subs have 
been classroom teachers.” 

And in the face of continual cut- 
backs, the latest being the proposed 
five percent provincial slashing of 
funds for schools, itis getting more 
and more difficult for those with 
education degrees to become con- 
tract teachers, letalone substitutes. 
“This situation is not unique to 
substitutes,” McLaren says. “They 
are not denied access any more or 
less to the limited number of jobs 
out there for everyone. In other 
words, it is damn tough.” 

The depth of the cutbacks have 
yet to be felt by schools and teach- 
ers. “Schools are right now in the 
middle of developing their budg- 
ets,” says Preston. “In the 1994-95 
school year, there wiil be $36.6 
million less to work with.” 

Both Preston and McLaren were 
reluctant to comment on how subs 
will feel the proposed cutbacks. 
However Bob Holt, director of in- 
formation and staff relations for 
the personnel department of EPS, 
says that “ifanything, there willbe 
fewer teachers, because schools 
will not be able to afford to pur- 
chase new teachers, which will 
mean a reduction in jobs for sup- 


ply teachers.” 
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McMullen agrees. “An early indi- 
cation of the cutbacks is that the 
number of days for substitute teach- 
ers to work will be reduced 
significantly. Schools may find al- 
ternative means for covering 
classes, such as internal coverage. 
Teachers will be discouraged from 
attending professional develop- 
ment courses or in-services on 
school days,” he suggests. 

“More teachers will also find 
themselves unemployed. With 
fewer teachers to cover for, there 
will be fewer days of work. As 
well, many of the unemployed 
teachers may choose to go on the 
substitute list.” 

“These teachers will increase | 
an already overflowing pool,” 
says Lawson. 

Bill Damur worries about how 
restricted educational funding will 
affect education and substitute 
teachers. “Cutbacks are going to 
hurt education,” he says. “The only 
good that could come out of these 
cutbacks is that, by default, they 
will make people think about waste. 
When things are being cut to the 
bone, it suddenly hurts, and peo-

e’s brainy, hip and hard- 

working. He promises to be- 
come one of Edmonton's bright 
lights. He’s a driven young man. 
He’s Minister Faust. 

You might have heard his two- 
hour show of hip-hop on CJSR, or 
perhaps his talk radio show, The 
Terrordome. You might know him 
better as the bandleader of Militant 
Rap Party. If you haven't heard of 
him at all, you probably will. 

Minister Faust, 24, is a young 
man going places. He already hasa 
strong list of credentials. He holds 
an English degree from University 
of Alberta. He’s completing his ed- 

' ucation degree. Last year, he was 
managing editor of The Gateway, 
the U of A’s campus newspaper. 

Other people might rest on those 
laurels, but not Minister Faust. He 
has written his first novel and is 
waiting to hear word on its accept- 
ance from the publisher Harper 
Collins. As it is, Harper Collins is 
publishing one of his short stories 
in an anthology this fall. 

Faust operates on a daunting 
schedule. “At one point! was teach- 
ing five classes a day, them coming 
to university to put the Gateway 
together, leaving at three in the 
morning, getting up at six, typing 
up lesson plans and then doing my 
radio show until midnight.” 

Whew! 

In person, Faust radiates intensi- 
ty. He is articulate and thoughtful. 
He was born in Edmonton, and 
iokinsly suggests he is “probably | 
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Minister Faust and the United Nations of Hip-Hop 


the most Edmontonian person you 
can find.” 

Faust says he’s interested in the 
difficulties men have in understand- 
ing their identity. He’s reading 
Robert Bly’s Jron Jobn. “We have to 
try and understand what ‘man-ness’ 
is. It’s a subject of my writing and 
teaching.” 

In fact, much of what Faust dis- 
cusses revolves around the idea of 
identity. He intends his CJSR radio 
talk show, The United Nations of 
Hip-hop, to mean more than just 
two hours of entertainment. 

“I try to deal with the past, 
present and future of hip-hop 
music,” he says. “That means 
putting it all into 
context. Hip-hop 
culture is often the 
radical culture of 
African youth... 
and the things 
they’ve produced.” 

Accordingly, 
Faust programs Mal- 
colm X speeches over bass beats 
and pulls together everything from 
LKJ, to Grandmaster Flash, to Ice 
Cube. Throughout the show, there is 
an awareness of history and identity. 

Both are ideas that figure in Black 
History Month, which runs through 
February. Faust prefers to call it 
African History Month. “It’s an op- 
portunity for non-Africans to learn 
that there is a hell of a lot more to 
us than Crips and Bloods and The 

Cosby Show.” 

Faust says African History Month 
also is a time for the African com- 
munity to recall their history and 
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“Difference 





achievements. “Obviously, we 
should be conscious of our history 
and be learning our history every 
day of the year, rather than simply 
during the coldest and shortest 
month of the year. 

“However, everybody needs 
reminders.” 

Faust is determined to provide 
them. In his role as director of 
education for the Edmonton Black 
Organization for Nubian Youth (EB- 
ONY), Faust will launch an African 
Studies workshop in March, 

He says the workshop will give 
Africans in Edmonton a chance to 
get in touch with their cultural leg- 
acy. The workshops will focus on 


“accomplishments, past and 
present,” in such areas as litera- 
ture, music and politics. 

The discussions will turn to mul- 
ticulturalism, a policy Faust strongly 
favors. “Difference is not a threat. 
Difference, in fact, is an opportuni- 
ty for growth to occur. We should 
be excited by difference.” 

He argues persuasively and pas- 
sionately. Multiculturalism, 
observes Faust, must move beyond 

being a government policy or slo- 
gan. “It has to mean a community 
environment in which people rec- 
ognize they are contributing to the

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development ofa project, a project 
called Canada.” 

He says multiculturalism offers 
a chance for people to lose the 
baggage they have brought from 
their homelands and instead con- 
centrate on the positive aspects 
of their cultures. 

Nonetheless, that particular idea 
didn’t stop Faust from running a 
controversial cartoon last year when 
he worked as the Gateway’s manag- 
ing editor. The editorial cartoon by 
Ahmed Hussein drew a human 
rights complaint from the Hillel Jew- 
ish Student's Association as well as 
national media attention. 

Hussein’s cartoon depicted a na- 
tivity scene in which 
Israeli soldiers with 
guns threatened Pales- 
tinians. The cartoon ran 
at about the same time 
as some 400 Palestini- 
ans were exiled to a 
mountain-top in the 
Middle East. 

The Hillel Association charged that 
the cartoon went beyond political 
commentary and was racist. The 
matter ultimately went before the 
Alberta Human Rights Commission. 
Subsequently, the U of A’s Students’ 
Union and the Gateway issued a state- 
ment. The Gateway refused to call 
the statement an apology. 

Faust defends the decision to 
publish the cartoon. “We didn’t 
think it was in bad taste. We thought 
what was in bad taste was... to exile 
400 people to a freezing mountain- 
top. I don’t think free speech is in 
bad taste.”

The idea that multiculturalism 
separates people from the conflicts 
of their homelands naturally leads 
us to talk about Sikhs and Legions. 
“A lot of the debate over the issue 
has been mindless,” scoffs Faust. 
He cites police forces and the man- 
ner in which they deal with different 
cultural groups as a much more 
serious problem. 

His novel, currently in for con- 
sideration at Harper Collins, 
confronts some of these issues. 
Called The Line Somewhere, it re- 
volves around one week in the life 
ofan African youth community ina 
major Canadian city in the summer 
of 1989. 

Faust says it focuses on the kinds 
of things young Africans deal with 
in this country. “That can include 
parties, having fun, the music, and 
the flavor of the community. One 
of the things they deal with is one 
of them being shot and killed.” 

Given his concern with identity, 
it should come as no surprise to 
learn that Minister Faust is not his 
original name. Nor is Malcolm Aza- 
nia, the other name he goes by. 

He changed his name from Mal- 
colm Thomas. “Thomas is not a 
very African name,” he says. “It’s 
not a respectable name for a black 
man.” He says the name is too close- 
ly connected with Uncle Tom and 
Clarence Thomas, the American 
judge of Anita Hill infamy. 

“One of the attributes of hip-hop 
culture is the taking on of a pseudo- 
nym.” Butno matter what his identity,

Stretching the limits with Nunsense II

B&B obin Taylor, director, choreo- 
grapherand actorinNunsense 
iT (Stage West until March 27) 
speaks an amazing quicksilver pat- 
ter. A bundle of crackling energy, 
she remained in focus for an inter- 
view as her eyes gyroscoped about 
the stage surveying pre-rehearsal 
shenanigans from her cast. 

Aslight case of pre-opening night 
jitters, due in part to technical 
sound snafu’s (a regular bane of 
Stage West directors in the past), 
was annoying the vivacious troop- 
er. “We had to compensate sound 
by having hand held mikes in a 
cross formation on the Nuns’ 
bibs.” By making a joke reference 
to it in the play, all is smoothed 
over. She hopes. 

Nunsense I takes over where 
Nunsense I left off. Part I’s plot is 
explained in a hilarious rendition 
of speak/sing at the opening of the 
show. Because she knows Dan 
Groggin, writer of the Nunsense 
charades, Robin had plenty of lee- 
way to delete bits according to the 
talent she was given, and to add 
where she thought best. 

“It’s a farce on a farce, at least in 
Nun I. Nun II we're doing a thank 





for all the people that came to the 
benefit — two lines in this whole 
thing connects the plot from the last 
one.” She shrugs nonchalantly and 
smiles. “I pulled all the trash lines 
and over-baked references to Grease. 
It’s like Sugar Babies gone wrong, 
but a worse book than Nun I.” 

By cutting redundancy and add- 
ing showbiz allusions to the dance 
sequence, she has developed a pro- 
duction that is “getting up to a pace 
that’s enjoyable — with a limited 
budget.” 

Garbed in her nun’s habit, she 
looks heavenward and says, “Next 
time, let me be in a show with a good 
book, Howard.” The reference to 
Howard Pechet connects to how she 
came to be director of this show. 
Taylor was directing Nun I in L.A., 
when Pechet, major domo for Stage 
West, saw the show and hired her to 
direct Nun IT. Groggin had also rec- 
ommended she direct it since she 
had performed as the character Sis- 
ter Amnesia off-Broadway fora year. 

Considering that the lady had 
only a week and a half to setup and 
rehearse at the Edmonton location, 
the result on stage is a polished, 
albeit cacophonic work. Financial- 
ly, they had the best houses in five 
years during the recent Calgary run

in that venue. Enjoying the “Sands” 
look at Edmonton’s Stage West she 
compares it to Vegas. “It has little 
pots of energy, but doesn’t have 
open tables where audiences can 
do the wave.” 

Taylor will be leaving the pro- 
duction mid-run because of 
previous commitments. Next, she’ll 
be directing Nancy Dusseautin L.A. 
for Nun I, perhaps giving Juliet 
Prowse some dance tips in a Vegas 
show, and performing in Damn 
Yankees in the midwest. 

Her motto as she juggles so many 
hats is “kick butt and B.T.S.” (Book 
the Sucker).

Canadian abstracts reflect nostalgic harmony and tension

he 1950s have been beamed 

back into the Edmonton Art 
Gallery until March 13. Achieving 
the Modern:' Canadian Abstract 
Painting and Designin the 1950s, 
an exhibition organized by the 
Winnipeg Art Gallery, brings to- 
gether a broad range of abstract 
paintings, furniture and various 
other objects, all products of the 
"50s and all Canadian. 

Depending on how one looks at 
the relationships between the paint- 
ings, the furniture and the ceramics, 
one can perceive a sense of both 
harmony and tension. But ina way, 
this flip-flop was also part of the 
"50s. For some, it was a decade of 
optimism and faith in the future of 
technology (The Canadian dollar 
was, believe it or not, the strongest 
currency in the world in 1952.). 
Yet for others who had trouble re- 
lating to the modern world of mass 
production and increasing indus- 
trialization, the "50s was a decade 
of difficulty. 

Just what was going on in the 
"50s that nurtured this explosion of 
abstract painting onto the Canadi- 
anand international scene? Artists, 





after all, have been known to ex- 


periment with abstraction in the 
early part of this century. But it 
was not until the late 1940s and 
especially the 1950s that it re- 
ceived widespread public 
attention. When it was finally al- 
lowed to come out of the closet, 
abstract painting experienced a 
questionable existence. Apparent- 
ly, some things don’t change. 
Abstract painting in the 1950s 
reflected a wide range of experi- 
mentation with new materials and 
with new methods of applying 
them. You only have to pay atten- 
tion to the labels of Achieving the 
Modern to get an idea of what was 
considered exploitable. Take Ted 
Godwin’s use of CILautomotive paint 
or Claude Tousignant’s use of leath- 
er dye for example. Looking at the 
paintings side by side also gives an 
idea of the different approaches art- 
ists took in applying their materials. 
Paintis obviously dripped or poured 
onto some canvases, and large, 
household paintbrushes and palette 
knives create different textures on 
others. The process of painting be- 
came just as important (for some, 
more important) as _ the 


end product. 





In contrast to the very personal 
and spiritual elements of many of 
the abstract paintings of the dec- 
ade are the streamlined and 
mass-produced items of furniture. 
Furniture design, like painting, 
underwent big changes in the 
"50s. After World War II ended, 
various shipbuilding and plane 
manufacturing companies had to 


j retool and a number of them went 


into manufacturing furniture. 
They shifted the technology and 
materials originally developed for 
producing products of combat to 
producing products people could 
sit and sleep on. Moulded ply- 
wood, originally manufactured by 
the Canadian Wood and Aircraft 
Company in Ontario, which pro- 
duced sections of the mosquito 
fighter airplane, was now used in 
a new line of dining room chairs. 

Achieving the Modern gives an 
historical context to Canadian ab- 
stract painting and design in the 
1950s. It is an exhibition that pro- 
vides an opportunity to reflect on 
some solid accomplishments in 
art and design that allowed Cana- 
da to participate in what was then 
becoming an increasingly inter- 
connected world.

Klein’s budgetary axe threatens the dance scene

Iberta has made “Bobbit” a 

verb for the Klein govern- 
ment’s relentless pursuit ofslash and 
burn politics. Ina vain effort to atone 
for the sins of the father, (read: Don 
Getty and his boys) the son is strug- 
gling to reduce the massive debt at 
all costs. Batten down the hatches, 
there’s a swirl of scissors headed for 
every public service sector. The arts 
world has no sanctuary (If health, 
education and social servicesare sac- 
rificial lambs, what hope is there for 
‘trivial pursuits?’) and they have re- 
signed themselves to the ugly reality 
of living in Wild Rose Country in the 
"90s. However, their own funding 
body is digging the knife in before 
the government’s Alberta Founda- 
tion for the Arts has sounded the 
death knell for many arts service 
organizations, including the Alberta 
Dance Alliance. 

“Change is good and it is neces- 
sary,” said ADA Executive Director 
Bobbi Westman,” and the ADA is not 
fighting that. What we are up in arms 
over is the fact that we and the other 
provincial public service organiza- 
tions (P.S.0.) were not brought to 
the table for discussion like the Foun- 
dation had promised us. The 
government has taken its time, the 
AFA took its time, yet the ADA has 
been given only 44 days to make 
disastrous changes to our mode of 
operations. It’s really unfair.” 

The uproar is over the AFA’s new 
formula for funding the province's 
P.S.O.’s, which involves a compli- 
cated formula that restricts the 
organization’s ability to increase 
their funding. Service organizations 
are now expected to focus on fun- 
draising, which for many groups is 
in direct conflict with their man- 
date and with those they serve. The 
next round of government cuts has 
yet to be announced and the Foun- 
dation has warned that there may 
be further cuts to the Foundaticn’s 
allotted funds. 

“We all knew cuts were coming,” 
relates Westman, “but to enforce a 
new funding policy the same year 
as all of these cuts is undue punish- 
ment. We've been good partners; 
we've allocated money from the AFA 
appropriately and fairly, we've done 
alot of good work and public service 
for the community yet we're given 
this sentence like a punishment for 
working hard over the pastten years.” 

After examining the Foundation’s 
new policy, the ADA has outlined 
the consequences and they don’t 
bode well; within three years, the 
ADA will only be able to employ a 
part-time director and provide a 
minimal amount of service. 











Zero budget for Mile Zero? 


“The Foundation talks about eq- 
uity and creating a level playing 
field, yet P.S.O.’s were never 
brought to the table and given the 
opportunity to work together to 
come up with a viable solution that 
would provide true equity. As it 
stands now, the Alberta Craft Coun- 
cil cannot claim the money made 
from their retail gallery as eligible 
income for AFA funding, yet the ADA 
can claim revenue from our Fringe 
shows. Where is the equity in that? 
Obviously, what is good for the goose 
is not good for the gander. Therules 
change to whatever will save the 
Foundation the most money.” 

The ADA, like the Craft Council, 
Writer’s Guild and other P.S.O.'s, 
Offers the cuussuwsstey 9 sery- 
ices, from workshops ‘to. findta> 
out what forms a dancer needs to 
attend classes abroad to how to 
apply fora grant. The new policies 
will require P.S.O.’s to charge a fee 
for services, a financially devastat- 
ing proposition for a dancer who 
typically earns $7,000 to $10,000 a 
year in thiS province. Westman fore- 
sees a talent drain as frustrated 
dancers leave the province for great- 
er opportunity and a more 
arts-friendly environment. 

“This has not been a process of 
democracy but of dictatorship,” she 
said. “That’s not what Klein said in 
his fireside chat; he doesn’t care 
and he’s not listening. If you care, 
call him and hope that he listens 
and pray that he cares. 

“Ifyou believe that this organiza- 
tion is valuable to you as 2 
community, then please call Klein's 
office (427-2251) and ask why the 
ADA was not contacted when the 
changes were being made to the Al- 
berta Arts Foundation funding policy. 
Call the Minister of Community De- 
velopment, Gary Mar (427-4928) and 
ask why, if equity is the number one 
concern of these changes, weren't 
the P.S.O.’s to meet and discuss oth-

Classical music’s status in a pop generation

hile listening to one of the 
few radio stations one can 
pick up in Edmonton that plays 
classical music, I was struck by what 
was surely just a conversational fig- 
ure of speech on the part of the 
announcer. About to play some 
music by Edvard Grieg, the an- 
nouncer said, “I’m sure we all have 
our favorite bit of Grieg...” and went 
on to play his selection. 
Innocuous enough, but it got me 
to thinking about an attitude which 
exists with many, though certainly 
not all, in the field of classical mu- 
sic. Because, dear announcer, not 
everyone has a favorite bit of Grieg. 
Quite the reverse, in fact. I would 
be willing to bet that stopping ten 
people on any given street, shop- 
ping centre, or watering hole, and 
asking them to name their favorite 
bit of Grieg would prove highly 
enlightening. If three of those ten 
even knew who Grieg was, I con- 


ly to pop culture is the only audience 
they have left. 

The 50 to 60-year-old currently 
sitting in the Jubilee Auditorium 
for the conductor's downbeat very 
likely had at least some musical 
training in their past. Whether pi- 
ano lessons, music appreciation 
courses, or even some singing pro- 
gram, music was at one time a 
built-in part of most school curric- 
ula. In the last few years, this has 
become much less likely, and with 
Ralphie-boy’s plans for education 
in general, specialized programs 
could become rarer still. 

How then, to reach this audi- 
ence? How do you make classical 
music as worthwhile and realistic 
an alternative as 10,000 Maniacs or 
Bryan Adams? Boy, is that the rub, 
and anyone who has the exact right 
answer can name his price with just 
about every classical music-making 
institution between here and Val- 
halla. But attitude is one area to 
address. Realize, accept, and work

fess I would be surprised. Yet it’s 
amazing how those on the inside of 
an industry have unrealistic expec- 
tations about everyone else. 

Too many in the field of classical 
music expect that everyone should 
have, not only knowledge, but ap- 
preciation, for the music. The fact 
that they have been fortunate 
enough to have discovered the joys 
of the music for themselves, and 
have dedicated at least a portion of 
their lives to it, still leaves many 
outside that sphere. “Pop music?” 
they sniff. Trashy, mindless stuff, 
doesn’t require a tenth of the effort 
to compose, or even listen to. I 
have talked to people who have 
said things of this nature to me. 

In their defense, these people are 
in many cases dedicated to their art, 
unfortunately to the point of tunnel 
vision. Because they themselves do 
notlisten to commercial radio, watch 
Roseanne, or know what West Ed- 
monton Mall looks like from the 
inside, for them the world of pop 
culture does not exist. 

This attitude, however, needs re- 
view if classical music is to have any 
Sort of real future. Market research 


among audiences attending sympho- _ 


ny orchestra concerts in North 
America has shown that the average 
age ofa typical 


with the fact that the vast majority 
of people have no appreciation for 
classical music because they’ve 
been given no reason to. 

The last couple of generations in 
our culture are the first ones where- 
inamember of that generation would 
have had to have gone very far out of 
their way not to be exposed to music 
almost constantly. Mass media has 
made it impossible not to live with 
30-second sound bytes at every 
juncture, and have ensured that 
just about every sort of music read- 
ily accessible is the easily digestible, 
catchy-hook variety. We are bent 
toward making things as easily as- 
similated as we can. If it requires 
effort, it’s probably not worth it. 

Given the opportunity to stop 
and think, most of us will readily 
acknowledge that anything worth- 
while in life requires our own effort. 
Classical music is that way. The 
more you put into learning about 
it, the more you get out of it. While 
itis that way with most things, clas- 
sical music just happens to be my 
particular soap box, so it’s the one 
I get on the most often. Edmonton, 
for its size, has one of the most 
enthusiastic, dynamic and energet- 
ic classical music communities 
anywhere. And the music they have 
to present, which they do on an

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Guerilla tactics 


Curtis Ruptash brings intensity to the stage

Bassist Curtis Ruptash isn’t one to 
be happy with just playing any- 
one’s tunes onstage. The self-taught 
southpaw can be found around 
town these days wielding his fret- 
less bass with singer-songwriter 
Jessica Schoenberg, avant-gardists 
Guerilla Welfare and cover act Great 
Big Heads. He’s also delved in jazz 
and worked with the likes 
of folkies Early Warning, 
country singer Jennifer 
Gibson and roots guitarist 
Lester Quitzau. 

Regardless of who he 
shares the stage with, he 
sets a tuneful, melodic 
bass line to all his projects, 
capped by a trademark 
ring and occasional thun- 
der to his tone. The stage 
and studio are where he 
applies a personal ethos: 
“I’m a lot more into mak- 
ing an impact as opposed 
to a statement — if you 
can translate some inten- 
sity, some edge, then to 
me it’s worthwhile.” 

Ruptash has also creat- 
ed a versatile reputation, 
ever since his teenage days 
in Savoy Brownand Stones 
cover acts. After an extended peri- 
od of work with '70s bar bands like 
Andromeda, he connected with 
Pretty Rough and Subtle Hints a 
decade ago, releasing albums of 
progressive rock that were well re- 
ceived as far abroad as Germany 
and Australia. He ruefully admits, 
however, “We had far more profile 
in Toronto than here.” 

Still, he acquired some valuable 
lessons from his bar-band days. “As 
far as presentation-versus-context,”

his city doesn’t have the ethnic 

or cultural diversity of, say, 
London or New York , but for 
those willing to open their eyes 
and ears to something other than 
Garth Brooks, there is a vital, 
hardy rap scene right here in 
Edmonton.

Incorporating the essence of dra- 
ma into music was one of the 
raisons d'etre for Guerilla Warfare, 
which Ruptash formed with guitar- 
ist and former Subtle Hints 
bandmate Brian Schultze in 1986. 
“We wanted to do something dif-

ferent, and we were getting tired of 
being whiskey pimps in bars,” says 
Ruptash. 

That same year, Guerilla Welfare 
performed a multimedia show at 
the Fringe and released an epony- 
mous debut to good response. The 
album’s striking hand-screened 
cover drew the eye of Wayside 
Records in the US, and the 500 
copies got good sales and airplay 
across the continent. They released 
a follow-up entitled Rhesus Pieces, 





before teaming up with local poet 
Mary Howes for their third record- 
ing eViDeNCe i WaS HeRe. “Secing 
her read, the sound quality of her 
voice and her material, I thought 
it'd be a natural to try. We had fun 
doing the recording with her,” re- 
calls Ruptash. 

Together, they've performed in 
such locales as Latitude 53, the 
Media Club, the Bronx, and cafes, 
bookstores, and galleries 
across Alberta. With a show 
coming in March at the Ed- 
monton Art Gallery, Gw 
may expand some: “We're 
looking to do something a 
bit more visceral in the fu- 
ture.” 

Aday-job asa human 
resources consultant al- 
lows Ruptash to pick his 
projects. He wrote and was 
otherwise involved in a 
pair of performances dur- 
ing Catalyst’s Write on the 
Edge series last summer, 
after playing with skank 
band the Shroud of Mem- 
phis, fronted by former 
Ohio Express (“Yummy, 
Yummy, Yummy”) bubble 
gummer Alan Kellogg. He 
currently enjoys his ten- 
ure in the Great Big Heads. 
“They’re particularly aggressive, 
good players, so that’s a fun thing 
for a cover band.” 

With all this, Ruptash still keeps 
his viewpoint down to earth: 
“There’s as much merit in someone 
plunking away on a wachhasin with 
a broom-handle and a string, as 
there is with a bank of sequencers 
and a computer hard drive. To mc 
it’s all relative to the end result; as 
long as it’s something that moves 
people, then it’s worthwhile.” ©

Rappers operate by any means necessary 


record for a band in a city not 
widely known for rap. Network 
Magazine writer Errol Lazareth 
called them “the most exciting 
up and coming act.” Last year, 
their “Jungle Man” release won 
MuchMusic’s Canadian Music 
Video Association award for 
best rap video, beating Maestro 
Fresh Wes, Dream Warriors and 
Devon. It was also nominated 
for a Juno. 

The boys realize that they have 
a long way to go before reaching 
major status in Canada, but they 
are already keen on setting their 
sights south of the border. “We 
were one of the acts selected to 
perform at the Jack the Rapper 
festival in Augusta, Georgia,” 
proudly says Ryan, who produc- 


es most of the band’s backing 
tapes for concerts. 

Ryan is also vice-president and 
financial manager of a local la- 
bel called JCL, which is about to 
release Pull It Up, acompilation 
album of unsigned Edmonton 
R&B and rap artists. The group, 
who own part of the record com- 
pany, hopes that the project will 
garner more exposure of the art- 
ists across Canada and the USA. 

JCL president and the band’s 
former manager, Colin Snowball 
has an even bolder forecast: “I see 
this as the year that Maximum De- 
finitive gets going on the majors. 
They will lead the way in opening 
the south [USA] to music from the 
north. It’s not the typical Canadi-

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1993 was the Doughboys’ year, as 
the Montreal based quartet broke it big 
with their major label debut, Crush, 
which also received rave reviews 
nationwide (See’s T.C. Shaw was not 
alone in rating it the best album of 
‘93). 

“We were nominated for a Juno, 
Goddammit!” Their dreadlocked lead 
singer, John Kastner, deadpans when 
asked about all the hoopla. “I don’t 
think we’re going to win and I don’t 
really care. It’s just so non-punk that 
all we can do is laugh. We’re not even 
going to be there, we'll be on tour... 
Don’t get me wrong, it’s just not us. 
They consider us a new band, but 
we've been around for years and 
years.” 

His stance on mainstream 
popularity is a theme shared by many 
of the indie bands signed by the majors 
in recent times; wanting to distance 
themselves from the rawkers which 


were the majors’ bread and butter 
hefore the advent of Nirvana. However, 








Over 200 shows a year, that’s more 
than the man they call Raveen.” 


“Hot damn!” Kastner laughs. “We 
spent five months touring the States, 
but there’s only so much you can do in 
Canada. The Jammin’ In Jamaica gig 
(which will be aired on Much Music 
Feb. 26 and 27) will be the 120th date 


of our tour... That’s why we're coming 
back to Edmonton (March 5). We've 
only toured Canada for three weeks, 
so, we thought we should do some 
more Canadian dates.”

There has always been a strong 
link between rap and poetry.

cheeks with safety-pins. 

Griff and fellow poets Exene 
Cervenka (former lead-singer of X, a 
marginal L.A. punk band) and Don 
Bajema (the best known author in 
Henry Rollins’ publishing company) 
all took on the theme of America’s 
fascination with power and conflict. 
Bajema and Griff gave fascinating 
poetic glimpses of their native land.

Griff, while complaining about it 
being as “cold as a muthafucka” 
outside, said he enjoys Canada, and the 
freedom he feels being outside the 
United States. 

“T want to stand on a boulder, pull 
out my dick and piss on the fucking 
border,” he said. Bajema, the first poet 
to take the stage, also took some 
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serious shots at his nation of birth. He 
said he is fascinated with America’s 
psychopathic fascination with war and 
power. In his work, he compares 
antagonism between an Okie and a 
Texan right back to the nation’s roots 
of angst, the Civil War. 

“It was the intimacy of that 
brutality, amongst family members,” 
said Bajema of America’s largest 
historical scar. “It’s the cold elixir of 
our American heritage. Part romantic, 
part psychopathic.” 

Bajema’s fascination with war 
doesn’t end there. More of his poetry 
centres on Viet Nam, a recruit jacking 
off in front of a military centre turns 
into a frantic description of the passion 
of killing. He admitted nightly kill 
ratios spewed out by the media during 
the war still have an effect on him 
today. 

“Everyone knew the stats were 
lies. It was something I could never 
forgive Kronkite for.” 

America’s love of power can rub 
off even on those citizens that believe 
they are above national paranoia, 
warned Bajema. Walking past a shop- 
window, he sees the mighty, arrogant 
swagger of America mirrored in his 
gait. 

“You have to be in constant 
vigilance for being an asshole all the 
time,” he said. 





Could the Headstones actually be rock 
‘n’ roll’s answer to Anthony Robbins? 
Surprisingly enough, yes. Described as 
“dark, dangerous, and on the edge,” the 
group has lived a lot and consequently 
learned a lot.

Definitely worth a 
listen. 

My pick for album of the year 
so far has to be 
PITCHSHIFTER's Desensitized. 
This effort scores on all levels. 
It's as hard as titanium, as heavy 
as osmium, as expressive as 
Hunter S. Thompson, and as 
unstoppable as  Guderian’s 
Panzer army on speed.... This is 
a must; absolute power and 
Passion that depending upon 
your mood and disillusionment 
at the state of the contemporary 


world, drives a metal stake 
through the heart of 
complacency or bludgeons 
apathy senseless. 


Other releases that should be 
on your list include: Austria’s 
FETISH 69, whose Antibody 
continues to showcase their 
quirky Metal blend of quasi- 
industrial _ stylings, offbeat 
musical punctuation and biting 
lyrics. Madison Wisconsin’s 
SKELETAL EARTH present a 
sobering Metal environmental 
discourse on their album, Eulogy 
For A Dying Fetus. Apart from a 
seemingly tongue-in-cheek 
version of the Kinks’ “You Really 
Got Me”, this is a raging polemic 
on the ecological degradation of 
Mother Earth with solid writing 
and musicianship throughout. 

COURSE OF EMPIRE also 
have a new release out. 
Following hot on the heels of 
Infested comes Initiation, a get- 
down grungy, bluesy metal- 
tinged rock fest that runs the 
gamut from searing guitar to 
metallized Los Lobos-like 
adventuring. A truly lively album 
that contains many surprises. 
You may also wish to check out 
the Dutch-Scandinavian hybrid 
COMECON and their new 
release, Converging 
Conspiracies, a serious guitar 
driven collection of Euro-metal 
that’s worthy of consideration. 

Finally, for now at least, and 
since the new BLACK SABBATH 
album, Cross Purposes (a very 
apt title...), is somewhat of a 
disappointment with “keybores” 
everywhere providing a truly 
embarrassing Sappiness 
quotient, check out the new DIO. 
It looks as though RJ hasn't

Clay Walker 
(Giant/Warner) 


These days, Nashville’s redneck Mafia is 
being infiltrated by a generation of 
outlaws weaned more on the Eagles 
than Hank Sr. Case in point is Lone Star 
balladeer Clay Walker, who in his youth 
no doubt shared a swig around the 
campfire (up here, we call them bush 
parties) amidst a bellicose belching of 
“Take It Easy” as opposed to, say, “Your 
Cheatin’ Heart.” However, his debut is 
still a tribute to the sweat and grime of 
rustic virtuosity and the tear-jerking toll 
one sometimes pays to that end. 
Occasionally, he can’t avoid the 
obligatory vapidity that country music 
still demands (like “Next Step in Love”) 
and his own material is at times laughably 
cliche (with lines like “I just wanna live 
until | die,” and “I don’t know how love 
starts but | sure know how it ends”). But 
there are still some diamonds in the 
rough, like the very Glenn Frey-ish 
“Dreaming With My Eyes Open” and a

ins. With some of the finest young British

Monk, this album scores on every level. 
People who think rap has no redeeming 
qualities should give ita listen, as should 
those who think jazz is “old-fart” music.

Geographically, this co-ed five piece 
hail from Reading, England, but 
musically they reside somewhere 
between the dreamy, hypnotic 
territory found on things like the 
Cocteau Twins’ Heaven Or Las Vegas 
and some of the softer cuts found on 
My Bloody Valentine’s Loveless. 
Though not as trance-inducing as 
the former, nor as generally fazed as 
the latter, this music’s pastel-shaded 
angst tries to temper itself by 
highlighting melodic elements more 
common to mainstream pop than 
either industrial or new age. And when 
you consider that the ever-busy Brian 
Eno (yes, him again) had a hand in the 
development of all three of these 
musical genres, his presence on 
Souvlaki is a welcome one indeed. 
While not much of a party album, 
Souvlaki does make a good after-party 
album. Being neither as ponderous as 
the Red House Painters, nor as insipid 
as some of the Manchester haircut 
brigade, it’s suitable for playing when 
the guests leave and you break out the 
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stash you said you ran out of hours 
ago.

MEHTA/ISRAEL 
PHILHARMONIC 
Brahms: Symphonies 1 - 4, et al 
(Sony Classical) 


The Brahms symphonies are among the 
cornerstones of music. So the fact that 
this new cycle on Sony is Zubin Mehta’s 
first recording of them is quite 
interesting. The fact that it is also the 
first time that the Israel Philharmonic 
has recorded them is even more 
fascinating. But does the world really 
need another recording of this music 
already clogged with Brahms 
symphonies? 

Why not? There is little likelihood 
that anyone will ever listen to every set 
of these works (Herbert von Karajan, for 
example, recorded them all three times, 
just for Deutsche Grammophon), so if a 
new set can catch someone’s eye, and 
let them discover, or re-discover, these 
gems, then the more the merrier. 
Especially when the set is as well 
recorded and rich as Mehta’s, who 
conducts with a firm fondness for this 
music. There is an authoritative and 
joyful presence in Mehta’s nuances, and 
it provides for some dynamic 
interpretations. 

The only down side is price. There 
are, as mentioned, a ton of Brahms 
symphonic cycles available, and some 
of the best are at. mid-price or lower, 
even digitally-recorded ones. Thisis not 
to detract one iota from Mehta’s richly 
rewarding performances, but is an 
unavoidable point to ponder.

By chance, a luncheon business appointment with a good friend of mine hap.
